Before  planting  soak  the  seeds  24  hours  in  water.  After  transplanting 
cultivate  frequently  and  water  well,  and  occasionally  a watering  with  a 
weak  liquid  manure.  Watch  closely  when  the  blossoms  come,  and  if  any 
of  the  leaves  on  the  vines  or  the  little  fuzzy  beans  behind  the  flowers  be- 
gin to  shrivel  and  turn  yellow,  cut  them  off  at  once  and  burn  them  as  the 
Thrip  is  there.  Spray  with  a weak  Kerosene  Emulsion  and  from  time  to 
time  spraying  with  cold  water  is  beneficial. 


Different  conditions  of  soil  and  climate  cause  the  bean  to  vary  very 
much  in  size,  hence  it  is  diflScult  to  say  just  when  they  ought  to  be  cut  for 
table  use,  but  they  Must  be  Used  Before  the  Seeds  Get  Hard.  Cut  when  they 
are  still  green  and  from  7 to  20  inches  long. 

For  a Summer  Squash  scrape  or  peel  off  the  green  skin,  cut  in  squares, 
soak  in  slightly  salt  water  for  an  hour  or  two  and  cook  same  as  the  ordi- 
nary Squash.  Some  pass  it  through  a cullender,  others  prefer  it  in  pieces 
served  with  cream  sauce. 
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Scrape  off  the  outer  skin,  cut  in  thin  slices,  dip  in  Egg  Batter  and  fry 
in  butter  until  nicely  browned. 


Use  it  for  Pies  same  as  Pumpkin.

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Pickles.
